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O Mujahidheen of Sham, you have brought 
happiness to every single Mujahid and 
Muwwahid by breaking the walls of the 
Ghweran prison. Every Muwwahid in every 
corner of the world praise your efforts for the 
prisoners. Today we rejoice for you have been 
truthful to the words of never leaving the 
prisoners at the hands of the Tawagheet. 

As our beloved Shaykh Abu Hamza Al 
Muhajir said: “And our message and 
recommendations for all our jailed brothers 
and sisters is to remind them with the 
importance of patience and steadiness on this 
religion, and to know, may Allah have mercy 
on you, that we did not and will not forget 
about you. We work with all our efforts to free 
you, by the permission of Allah, even if it is 
going to cost us lives and huge costs. Your 
brothers in all the Wilayaths are ready by 
Allah’s permission to die on the walls of your 
prisons for the sake of liberating you. And in 


that Shaykh Abu Anas Ash-Shami (may Allah 


accept him), who was killed on the walls of 


Abu Ghraib, left us a great example. 





OF ALLAH IS TRUE 


So, patience and steadfastness, and do not forget to 





pray for you brothers everywhere, as you have no 
knowledge for when Allah will make you hear us 
scream “Allahu Akbar” while breaking into the 


prisons of the Tawagheet.” 





With the vast knowledge of Allah (ta’ala) he knows 


what is best for his slaves while we know not. Allah 
(ta’ala) said: “Perhaps you dislike a thing which is 
good for you, and that you like something which is 
bad for you. Allah knows while you know not.” (Al 
Bagarah 216). Allah at times, saves his slaves from 
the fitnah of the dhunya through various trials. 
Sometimes through prisons, sometimes through 
exiles and sometimes through people. For every 
thing decreed by Allah, there is a Khair in it for his 
slave, and my brothers and sisters, be proud today 
for you have been imprisoned for worshipping 
Allah as he should be, for carrying the flag of 
Tawhid, for standing up to revive the Islamic 
Caliphate, while prisons are full of ignorant and 
deviants with degraded crimes. Be proud for that 
you carry the sunnah of Prophet Yusuf (may peace 


be upon him). 


AND WHEN MY SERMANTS ASK

O my brothers in sisters in the prisons of the 
Tawagheet! A scholar of Islam said: “Do not say O 
Allah free me, rather say O Allah, make me firm, 
because how many got imprisoned and came out 
with corrupted Aqidah, as a deviant, misguided, 
corrupt and as an apostate. And how many of them 
had become a disgrace to the people of truth. 
Certainly, the trial of the prison is one of the 
toughest, and Allah does not give trials except that 
it may raise you in your status so hold firm. The jail 
is not the end of the world, nor it is the evidence 
that the oppressor has won over you. Verily the 
days change, and It is impossible for a situation to 
be remain unchanged and the end is best for the 
righteous. Allah (ta’ala) said: “If a wound had 
touched you, be sure that a similar wound had 
touched them too. Such days of varying fortunes. 
We give to men and men by turns: Allah knows 
those that believe, and that he may take from you 


ranks martyrs. And Allah does not love the 


oppressors.” (Al-Imran:140).” And by the will of & 


Allah soon, Allah will change the situation and free 


you in a way that you have never expected. For 


whoever witnessed the events unfolded in Wilayath 
Khurasan, where Allah (ta’ala) answered the 


supplication of almost 2000 brothers and sisters 


at once in the jail of the Afghanistan Taghut 
and set them free at the hands of the 
murtadeen. Brothers who were given death 
sentences, sisters given life long prison 
sentences along with their children, were 
freed by the command of Allah when He 
willed for it. Allah (ta’ala) said: “When Allah 
decrees any matter, he only says to it: ‘Be’, so 
it becomes.” (Ya-sin 82) 

O my brothers and sisters in the prisons, 
never cease to supplicate to your lord and 
never get disheartened and lose hope for the 
delayed time. Think well of your lord and 
never lose hope. Know that Allah is there for 
those who thinks well of Allah. Allah (ta’ala) 
said: “I am with my slave as he thinks of me” 
(Bukhari). Entrust all your affairs to Allah 
and ask from him alone. Non-can help you 
other than Allah. Allah (ta’ala) said: “And 
when my servants ask concerning me, I am 
indeed close to them, I listen to the 


supplication of every supplicant when he 


calls upon me.” (Al Bagarah 186). 














Wallahi, your brothers of the Islamic 
State haven’t forgotten about you, nor 
will they forget. Nor we will forgive 
for the oppression the people of Kufr 
have inflicted on you. By Allah, your 
brothers will take revenge, on every 
given opportunity, we will strike and 
we shall never rest in doing it, until 
each and every one of you are freed 
by the will of Allah. O our sisters in 
prisons of Iraq, Sham and different 
corners of the world! our hearts never 
cease to be at ease knowing the 
condition of yours. For our eyes 
weeps along with our broken hearts 
for you.

Gharib was once broken, 








we shall break the walls of those prisons and 


camps by the will of Allah.
